unbend. Ho could tell and could enjoy n 
good story and hod a fund of anecdote and 
ready information that made him a pleasing 
companion. , In his privalb life there was 
an entire absence of formality fmd display. 
In dress, food, furniture, aiuufionionta and 
all that makes up home a Republican sim- 
plicity reigned. 
Apart from the lavish 


abundance of choice Mowers there was little 
to distinguish the domestic arrangements of 
the family, either at the White House or the 
Soldiers' Home, from, those of cultivated 
persons of moderate means. After business 
hours at the executive office, which extended 
well into the afternoon, ho was accustomed 
to take a long drive with members af his 
family or visitors, returning for dinner at 
sis o'clock. 
Mr. Hayes was n careful reader 


of the more influential newspapers. 


The routine life nt the White House wns 


as simple and decorous as the stoutest Dem- 
ocrat could wish the homo of our chief and 
representative citizen to be. After an early 
breakfast the family and guaats met iu the 
library, where Bibles were distributed, a 
selection of Scripture read by each in turn, 
and the Lord's prayer repeated. 
The activi- 


ties of tho business day then began. 
Tho 


President went to his office and Airs. Hnyes 
occupied herself with household cares or 
with those duties of hospitality in which fzhe 
showed to such advantage. 
During the 


middle hours of the day she was scarcely 
less busily occupied, if at homo, tbau her 
husband in receiving callers who had or 
fancied 
they had special privileges nt 


the White House, and special claims on tho 
consideration of its mistress. 
A constant 


stream of the invited guests of the family, 
eager to look at the famous sights of tho 
capital, wore in turn escorted with n tireless 
good nature to 
see the "lions,-" to the 


Washington Monument, tho Smithsonian 
Institution, Mount Ternon, Arlington, tho 
Capitol and Departments, and nil tho rest. 
Then there were the little big people to bo 
polite to, and the boros which could not be 
avoided or shaken off. I shall1 bo pardoned 
for repeating an anecdote of Presidential 
practice iu this respect which Mr. Hayes 
told me. He said he asked General Grant 
on entering his duties what ho snid when 
he wished to offer a pleasant 
word or two 


to a casual visitor who deserved or expected 
n 
moment 
of 
conversation 
beyond 


tho 
simple cei-emony of 
presentation. 


General Grant replied, "I always ask them, 
'Have you boon to the Smithsonian ?'" 
Sir. Hayes though t iho formula n very safe 
and good one find to some extent adopted it. 
He was accustomed to vary it, however, he 
said, by a reference to tho beauty of tho 
prospect from tho' south window. 
The 


view is indeed a, pretty ono, but perhaps 
there was a hidden satire or lurking sanitarv 
motive underlying tho commonplace re- 
mark, for a promiuent feature in tho scene 
is that iniquity known as the Kidwell bot- 
tcmSj low river lands which breed pestilence 
and which the president and the citizens of 
tho district have in vtfin importuned Con- 
gress to remove. 


Tho lator hours of th.9 afternoon were 


generally passed in tho carriage, enjoying 
the finest drives. Dinner generally occupied 
the best of two hours, from six till eight, 
after which the family dispersed nud Mr. 
and Mrs. Hnycs returned to'the "red" par- 
lor to receive calls. This cosy and home- 
like apartment was generally well filled with 
the more immediate) friends of tho family 
and others who choso to call. 
Saturday 


night was reserved for those specially invited, 
nnd Sunday Was, of course, a day of privacy. 
At ten o'clock tho visitors were supposed to 
retire. The family aud guests then gath- 
ered and played country 
old-fnshioned 


romping games or amused themselves as 
they saw fit till bedtime. 
Such was life at 


the White House during tho Hayes admin- 
ietration : such its domestic character and 
habits. 
Who shall say that such n home 


was not in tho best sense American—nt once 
ft type and n pattern ?
